Dalla-Torre is an opponent of 
Pope Pius XII* Policy: he is a very straightforward man, coming from the best 
Venetian aristocracy, liberal minded^ He has a Belgian wife* Dalla-Torre is 
in constant contact with the Secretariat of Stdte of the Vatican; with the Pope 
himself and with many members‘of the Diplomatic Cprps attached to the Vatican. 
He is bound to source through a long and very warm friendship. * 

2. According to sub-source from the beginning of his access r to the throne, 
Pius XU followed a very cautious policy in Italy and abroad, and tried not 

to commit himself in any way. Sub-source was summoned several times to the 
Secretary of State and to the Pope and advised not to make any remarks in the 
"Oaservat'ore Romano" on attacks made by Statesmen or papers against the Vatican 
and the Pope. This system lasted until recently (October - November 1946) when 
sub-source was ordered notit o ignore any attack which was worthwhile answering. 
Pius HI is very anxious to know about anyprticle or declaration made in the 
Press of the World or by politicians of different nationalities.

Italy. This is ah ' import an t"f act or to judge his present ( policy. He wants to 
let everybody know that he-is master In his oral house . Beside that, the Pope 
is a little disappointed in the handling of the church in Germany, where the 
Allies did not give as much consideration to ecclesiasticals as was expected. 
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For this reason, the Pope likes the demonstrations addressed to him 
and he is convinced that by doing so he strenghtens, not only his own posi- 
tion, but his position of the Western World too* Pope Pius XII realizes 
that it would mean to lo|se influence in the whole world if his position in 
Italy and Germany were weakened* Many such demonstrations as were recently 
organised in Italy will follow in Europe because most of the Gentils were 
ordered to do so during their recent Congress in Rome. 
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
